MADONNA  LILY.  (Lilium  candidum).  This  is  aiso  caiied 
the  June  iily,  because  it  gives  us  loveiy,  weii  known 
and  popular,  waxen  white  lilies  in  late  June  and  early 
July.  3  to  4  feet  high.  Plant  not  over  3  inches  deep.

RED  RUSSIAN  LILY  (Lilium  elegans).  A  dwarf  Lily  of 
easy  culture  and  very  desirable.
